PERSONALLY-,. I would like to see several -new. 
laws. I would like 


to sec an export tax ol' generous dimensions levied on American 


heiresses. 1 am not sure that a tax on letters of credit and travellers', 
checks would not be a good thing. Certainly It'would he a much' 
easier mid more equitable provision than to tax the people of this 
country on "their insurance premiums, as It Is proposed to do by the 
present Administration. 


If some plan could be arranged whereby an American,citizen be- 


fore he went to Europe for pleasure would have to see his own coun- 
try first, 1 think'it would be a capital idea. Many Americans go abroad 
every year who never have seen their own country, anil whose ignor- 
ance of it is most profound. Here is a mere theoretical suggestion 
to Illustrate. Suppose every American about to start for Europe was 
compelled to have a passport, and one of the conditions In that pass- 
port was that ho should have travelled a certain distance in his 
own country since his last trip abroad—a distance, let us say, equal 
to the number of miles lie travelled In Europe. 


1 have not much sympathy with the Americans who go abroad to 


bow down to royalty and chase nobility, professing to be ashamed of 
their own country. On the contrary, I feel a degree of sympathy for 
some o£ the European possessors of titles. 


• I have not the slightest objection U^a gentleman who happens to 


be a duke, or to have royal blobfl in bis veins, because that class often . 
contains men of the highest character. But it is really pitiful'to see' 
how our people fall down and worship titles. 
If it. were not for In- 


cluding wrongfully a number of very estimable people In the gen- 
eralization, I would be tempted to say that the American abroad is 
a snob and a fool. 
^ 
. 


Americans spend a great deal .more money in France than do the . 


people of any other nation. When the French invest their money they 
go to Russia, to Bulgaria, to South America and other remote parts of 
the world, and overlook the United States. This, I assert, does not 
show any reciprocity. 7-ut I think it is the French banker, not the 
the French investor, who is responsible for this. The investor takes 
what his banker advises him. 


I believe the greatest buyers of American securities within a short 


.time will bo the American farmer.. They have had a succession of big 
crops and big prices. Up to this time they have been buying land, 
improving their farms, but they are getting rich so rapidly that they 
are bound to become purchasers of securities. 
I contend that it is 


much better to have American railway and other1 securities owned 
here than abroad. 


, I never am an advocate of the boycott, but I think, so far as the 


purchase of our securities is concerned, this country has been boy- 
cotted by France, and that Is what I resent. I think we might take 
more effective notice of their lack of appreciation of America. 


Some of our women should start a revolt, a woman's movement, 


against the usurpation by a few French dressmakers and milliners of 
dictating what the world shall wear. What an opportunity for some 
real American woman of. position and Influence to lead such an In- 
surrection, Instead of devoting her talents and "her energies to such 
things as stopping noises, or equal suffrage, or organizing bridge 
tournaments! 


Our resources are great, our people are so energetic, and our 


prosperity is so unrivalled that we are bound to take our place In the 
foremost ranks of world powers, provided we do not get the speed 
craze r.nd commit some folly. 


If the American who now goes nbroad annually could be diverted 


every other year into American channels, what a great thing it 
would he for American industry and advancement! The scenery of 
the Rocky Mountains is just as fine as that of Switzerland. .The his- 
torical relics of New Mexico and .the Southwest are most Interesting 
•to the student and serious traveller. The corn and wheat fields of the 
, Middle States are the most beautiful sight In the world"from a mater- 


ial point of view.
